Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  in 
accordance  v/ith  the  Sanitery  Officers  Orders,  the  following 
report  is  submitted.  It  is  the  twenty-first  report  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances  and  vital  statistics  of  your  district. 
The  report  covers  the  period  from  1st  January  to  31st  December 


The  report  is  considerably  curtailed  in  accordance  with 
the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  but  full  records  have 
been  made  for  the- year,  and  it  is  hoped  to  present  these  v/hen 
circumstances  are  more  favourable. 

SECTION  A; 

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  4,905  acres. 

Population.  The  Registrar  General’s  estimates  of  population 
are 

(a|  resident  population  mid  1939  -  16,660. 

(b)  average  population  appropriate 

to  calculation  of  death  rates  17,620. 

Both  these  estimates  are  in  my  opinion  far  too 
low,  especially  taking  into  consideration  the  following  facts. 
National  Registration  of  the  29th  September  gave  a  population 
of  20,797  persons.  Calculations  on  the  basis  of  3*6  persons 
per  occupied  house  give  a  population  of  18,223.  This  figure 
gives  what  could  be  described  as  the  normal  population  of  the 
town  and  does  not  include  evacuation  and  industrial  increases. 

The  Registrar  General  has  I  feel  consistently  under-estimated 
the  population  of  the  Letchworth  Urban  District  since  the  1931 
Census,  and  birth  rates  and  death  rates  based  on  these  estimates 
are  most  misleading. 
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Inhabited  Houses.  At  December  31st  there  were  according  to 
the  rate  books  5062  occupied  houses. 

Rateable  Value.  The  rateable  value  is  estimated  to  be  £159?903 
and  a  penny  rate  is  estimated  to  produce  £588. 

Social  Conditions  and  Chief  Industries.  The  social  conditions , 
especially  as  regards  type  of  population,  considerably  changed 
in  September  as  a  result  of  the  War,  but  it  is  too  early  to 
judge  the  effect  on  the  district  as  a  whole.  The  chief 
industj?ies  have  changed  little  except  they  have  been  further 
extended.

SECTION  E: 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


(a):  Milk  Supply «  including  cream  and  ice  cream: 

The  work  of  supervision  was  maintained  as  far  as  possible. 
Seven  farms  are  Registered  for  the  production  of  milk  and 
eighteen  persons  are  Registered  as  retail  purveyors  of  milk, 
ten  of  whom  have  premises  within  the  district.  One  dairyman 
produces  and  retails  Tuberculin  Tested  (Certified)  Milk,  two 
bottle  and  retail  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk.  Three  dairymen 
retail  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk.  Five  farmers  produce  and  two 
dairy  men  retail  Accredited  Milk.  One  application  for  a 
licence  to  pasteurise  and  sell  Pasteurised  Milk  was  granted.

One  sample  of  raw  cream  used  in  the  manufacture  of  ice  cruam 
was  taken  and  examined.  The  bacterial  count  was  U6, 720, 000 
and  bacillus  coli  Vi/as  present  in  1/10,000.  It  is  really 
unnecessary  to  add  the  sample  of  ice  cream  made  v/ith  this  rav/ 
cream  was  also  of  poor  bacteriological  standard. 


(b)  Mea.t  and  other  foods; 


The  usual  routine  inspections  were  maintained  throughout  the 
year.  In  September  the  Abattoir  and  Bacon  Factory  became  a 
wholesale  meat  depot  and  slaughterhouse  for  the  Ministry  of 
Food.  The  extra  work  involved  placed  a  large  strain  on  the 
resources  of  the  department,  but  the  carcases  of  all  animals 
slaughtered  were  inspected.  Further  details  are  given  in 
the  appendix.

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SECTION  F; 


PREVALENCE  OP,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 
AlTD  OTHER  DISEASES. 


1,  General.  There  was  little  notifiable  infectious  disease 
during  the  year,  one  hundred  and  six  notifications  being 
received  as  compared  with  one  hundred  and  ninety-six  during 
1938.  Immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  being  carried  out 
to  a  limited  extent  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic 
held  under  the  auspices  of  the  County  Council.  Fortunately 
little  infection  occurred  during  the  evacuation  period. 

Chicken  Pox.  Forty-eight  cases  were  notified  compared  with  one 
hundred  and  forty-four  during  1938.  Most  of  the  cases  occurred 
during  the  middle  of  the  year.  There  were  twenty-one  cases 
under  school  age,  twenty-four  were  of  school  age  the  remaining 
five  being  adults.  Fourteen  cases  occurred  amongst  children 
from  a  London  Nursery  school  that  were  on  holiday  in  Letchworth. 
These  children  had  contracted  the  infection  before  their  arrival. 

Diphtheria:  Fourteen  cases  were  notified,  two  more  than  during 
1938.  All  the  cases  were  removed  to  the  isolation  hospital. 

Five  cases  were  of  school  .age,  two  were  young  children,  and 
seven  were  adults.  There  was  a  common  source  of  infection  in 
three  instances,  the  other  cases  occurred  sporadically  during 
the  year.  I  regret  to  have  to  report  one  case  proved  fatal. 

Erysipelas ;  Three  cases  were  notified,  the  same  number  as 
last  year.  All  were  treated  at  home. 

Measles :  Two  cases  were  notified,  both  young  evacuee  children 
under  school  age. 

Pneumonia ;  Eleven  cases  v^ere  notified  compared  with  eight  cases 
during  1938.  Three  of  these  cases  received  hospital  treatment. 

Puerperal  Fever:  Three  cases  notified,  none  removed  to  hospital. 

Scarlet  Fever;  Twenty-four  cases  were  notified,  the  same  number 
as  last  year.  All  the  cases  were  removed  to  the  isolation 
hospital.  There  were  no  deaths  and  the  disease  generally  was  of 
a  mild  type.  Five  of  the  cases  were  young  children,  sixteen 
were  of  school  age  the  remaining  three  cases  being  adults.  The 
cases  occurred  sporadically  throughout  the  year.  Five  cases 
occurred  at  a  private  school,  and  in  nine  instances  it  would 
appear  that  the  disease  v/as  contracted  outside  the  town. 

Para-typhoid:  One  case  v/as  notified  during  October  and  was 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  The  infection  which  was  of  a 
mild  type  appeared  to  have  been  contracted  whilst  the  patient 
was  on  holiday.  The  usual  precautions  v/ere  taken  and  no  further 
cases  occurred. 

Undulant  fever;  No  cases  were  brought  to  my  notice. 

Epidemic  Catarrhal  Jaundice;  No  cases  were  brought  to  my  notice. 

Vaccination:  No  action  was  taken  under  the  Regulations  of  1917- 

2.  Cancer;  There  was  no  abnormal  prevalence.  There  were  26  deaths 
during  the  year,  fifteen  being  males  and  eleven  females.  There 
are  no  special  facilities  available  in  the  district  for  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  cancer.
